The command would in- 
clude the Civil Disturbance 
Unit, the Helicopter Unit, 
the Special Weapons Attack 
Team, Marine Patrol, Un- 
derwater Rescue and Re- 
covery Team and the K-9 
Unit. 



The eirtire complement of 
the Bureau, Hanbury said, 
will be trained in civil dis- 
turbance operations and 
will be encouraged to de- 
velop additional specialty 
skills. 

Police Chief W.W.Davis, 
who submitted a study sup- 
porting the concept, said 
the unit, with dedicated ve- 
hicles would shorten con- 
siderably the responsetime 
in meeting any type of spon- 
taneous occurrence. 



The awropriatiOD which 
will be before Council next 
week will purchase an ad- 
ditional 12 vehicles at

radios for ffl5 each

Responsetime 
is definitely improved when 
an officer has a city owned 
vehicle available at his 
home. 

A total 45 vehicles were

Bureau, but 33 are already 
available. The Traffic Bur- 
eau has 10, the K-9 Unit, 
15, and eight additional ve- 
hicles are already budget- 
ed. 

To expedite the forma- 
tion of the team, Hantmry 
has suggested using 12 re- 
placement vehicles now on 
band until replacement ve- 
hicles can be secured out 
ot the current budget.

The U.S. Arfliy3pal&>^ was es- 
tablished in Tidewater in 1871, two 
years prior to the corp's first hur- 
ricane warning.

Now situated in offices on the second 
floor of the old International Terminal 
Iwilding at the airport, the office is 
eonstairtly manned. It is filled with data 
gatherii^ instruments, its own radio 
station, teletypes and dharts. 

R was MM until the end of World War 
Two that technolc^ aiKi equlpmeittwas 
^^tqied that gave meterorologists 
the ability to conduct hurricane warning 



operations in earnest. Today a hur- 
ricane can be watched by satUlite while 
it is born, followed by radar from planes 
and ships and examined first land by 
crews in planes which actually fly 
throi%h the centers ot the hurricanes. 

The Norfolk office reflects the ad- 
vanced technology of weather watching 
today. Eight different teletype mach- 
ines, some connected to national lines, 
other for state use and another coo- 
necttag with local airports and bases 
and some radio/TV Nations, provide 
an ever-chattering link b^ween the 
population and the WMther ceiter. 

From the machines the office recei- 



ves news of approaching storm sys- 
tems aiHl all other relatcfd data. At the 
same time they can send out local 
reports (w ^rms. During our visit 
an advisory was sort out fo r a set of 
itorm cells that might threaten a nnr- 
by portion of the Chesapeake Bay. 

If a hurricane were to an)roach our 
am, this is where the first informa- 
tion would come in. Reported by sea, 
land and air statioos the information 
«>uld filter throi^h the Hurricane Cen- 
ter in Miami and thn be disseni'inated 
over the teletype wir^.

A tornado watch means the possibility 
exists while a warning means a tornado 
has actually been sighted. If yourarea 
receives a warning, seek shelter im- 
mediately, preferably below level 
ground. If you are caught outside move 
away from its path at a right angle. If

Warnings, watches: what do they mean? 



There are several terms used in 
hurricane predicting and we should 
be well versed in their meaning. 

Small-craft warning: When a hur- 
ricane moves within a few hundred 
miles of the coast, advisories warn 
small-craft operators to take pre - 
cautions and not to venture into the 
open ocean. 

Gale warnings: When winds of 38- 
74 miles per hour 33-48 are expected, 
a gale warning is added to the ad- 
visory message. 



Storm warnings: When winds of 55- 
74 miles per hour (48-64 knots) are 
expected, a storm warning is added 
to the advisory message. 

Gale and storm warnings in(^icate the 
coastal area to be affected by the warn- 
ing, the time during which the warn- 
ing will apply, and the expected in- 
tensity of the disturbance. 

Hurricane watch: If the hurricane 
continues its advance and threatens 



coastal areas and inland regions, a 
hurricane watch is added to the ear- 
lier advisory, covering a specified 
area and duration. A hurricane watch 
means that hurricane conditions are a 
real possibility; it does not mean that 
they are imminent. The watch simply 
is that, watch out, listen for further 
information. 

Hurricane warning: When hurricane 
conditions are expected within 24 
hours, a hurricane warning may be is- 



sued. The coastal and inland areas ex- 
pected to be affected will be announced. 
The warning may also warn low -lying 
areas ai^ coastal areas of the sever- 
ity of wave surge and flooding from 
rain. 

When a hurricane warning is is- 
sued it is time to implement your 
emei^ency plans. You will seldom have 
more than 24 hours to prepare, many 
times less. In the case of an erra- 
tic hurricane the warning may be only 
a few hours in advance of the storm.

The naming of hurricanes 
has hot always been the sim- 
ple process of using ladies 
names. At .one time this 
country used complicated 
combinations of longitude 
and latitude that often resul- 
ted in confussionwhentwoor 
more storms were aaidciag 
at the same time. 

The use of women's names 
was one of several sugges- 
tions made over the years 
that included using the na- 
mes of animals or the let- 
ters of the Greek Alphabet. 



It has even been suggested 
that the names of famous 
personalities o r locations 
be used, but somehow hur- 
ricane Johnny Carson or 
Empire State Building just do 
not right. 

It appears that the femi- 
niiatioB of t^ieal^ storms- 
began during World War 
Two, when weathermen plot- 
ting the movement of storms 
across vast theatres of op- 
eration identified them al- 
phabetically , using the 
names of girls. Perhaps ano-

ther influence was the use 
of girls names on bombers. 

The use of female names 
became official Weather 
Service practice in 1953 and 
in 1960 a semi-permanent 
list of four sets of names was

"The best way to protect yovr mobile home during a 
hurricane is to have it securely fastened to the ground by 
a complete set of tie-downs," says Harold Wood, manage^ 
of Ward Mobile Homes. 

A "tie-down" is a six-inch disc fastened to a four-foot; 
long auger, which is drilled into the ground near the trail-^ 
er, and fastened to the trailer with metal straps. They ar^ 
expected to withstand winds of up to 150 miles an hourT 

This type of anchorage is required by federal law foC 

., jiew.inobile homes.. But , according to Woixl,< not everyone 
has this extra protection, especially people who bought 
before 1970. Tie-downs can be bought, however, at most 
mobile home supply companies. 

"Basically that's all you can do," said Wood, "other 
than retreating to storm shelter." 

The national weather service suggests that even if your 
mobile home is securely tied down, you should seek aU 
ternate protection in a more secure location. 

For owners of smaller boats, the best precaution in 
the face of an onroming storm is to remove your boat 
from the water and store it in a building such as a garage 
or shed. Common sense, right? 

But if you're the owner of a larger boat that must remain 
docked in the water, there are very few safety measures 
that can be taken, according to Benny Bannerman of 
Princess Anne Marine. "Just allow plenty of slack in your 
ropes for the higher tide, and double- check your water 
pump," said Bannerman. 

Weather radio. . . 

The National Weather Service office at Norfolk Airport 
operates a 24 hour weather radio broadcasting on a fre- 
quency of 'W*.5S MgHi. Alerts for locally seteretWMdef^' 
storms and other wither waniings are issued by the station. 
Weather reports are uiidated every few hours. 

Several radio manufacturers offer small, inexpensive 
radios which are permanently tuned to this frequency 
which is used by the various weather service offices through- 
out the nation.

WATER SKIING SIGNALS 

Since much of the fun of water skiing depends on the boat 
driver's skill, the Mercury outboard people offer these sug- 
gestions to tow boat skippers: (1) Watch forworn or tangled 
tow lines and check all ski equipment periodically for damr 
age. (2) Know the skier's band signals: moving hand In lifting 
motion, palm upward, indicates "faster;" downward, "slow- 
er." Thumb and forefinger forming a circle means the speed 
is right. Hand up, palm outward, means "stop." Slashing 
motion across the throat means "cut the ignitlon."(3) Have 
an observer with you In the boat to watch the skier and relay 
messages (this Is the law In some states). (4) Night skiing 
Is dangerous and many states prohibit this practice. (5) 
When the skier is preparing for a takeoff, he will call "Take 
It up slow." Proceed very slowly, taking up the slack in the 
tow rope. When he calls "Hit It!", accelerate steadily, but 
not too fast, until the skierisupand planing. (6) When picking 
up a fallen skier, shut off the motor. (7) To put the rope 
back In the hands of a fallen skier, drive around him In a 
half- circle, allowing the rope to drift into him.

';. Given their druthers, about 
.34,000,000 Americans would 
sneak off and go fishing on 
i l&titly summer's day (thanlt 
heavens they don't!) this 
count based on paid fresh- 
water fishing licenses is- 
sued annually.

There are 55 schools in 
Virginia Beach working on 
a budget in excess of $53.5 
million. There are 56,000 
students taught by 3,000 tea- 
chers. Who is responsible 
(or this massive system? 
The school board. 

If one divides responsi- 
bility and all that between 
the 11 members of the school 
board, he can see just how 
heavy their burden really is. 



For each member that 
would mean 5,136 students, 
248 faculty members, five 
schools and the dollar re- 
sponsibility of $4,864,666. 
They don't operate that way, 
of course, but it's still an 
awsome task they face. 

The Virginia Beach City 
School Board is the policy- 
making body that governs 
the city's schools; it draws 
its legal authority from the 
Constitution of theCommon- 
wealth, from a large body 



of school law, and from re- 
gulations of the State Board 
of Education. 

The 11 members seryp 
three-year terms, and ap- 
pointments are staggered so 
that no more than four mem- 
bers' terms expire at any 
one time. Members are ap-

Perez tells council 
plan is not enough

, , The formatl^ of a Tactics Bureau 
for Virginia Beach has drawn criti- 
cism from a member of the Police 
Department as "inadequate and little 
more than a public relations device " 

City Council unanimously endorsed 
the tactics team concept Monday af- 
ternoon after hearing opposition from 
Joseph Perez, a member of the De- 
tective Bureau, a veteran of the Po- 
lice Department for 14-1/2 years and 
president of the Fraternal Order of 
Police. 

The plan was drawn up by City Man- 
ager George L. Hanbury in coopera- 
tion with Police Chief W.W. Davis, 
following the Jul)|^ riot on the beach 
front, as a metnSd to combat future 
civil disturbances as well as other ma- 
jor emergencies. 

Perez says he is not against the 
main purpose of tfce plan -- to pro- 
tect life and property -- but pointed 
out that the plan does not provide for 
increased personnel. 

Before Perez was allowed to speak, 
Councilman John A. Baum had, ques- 
tioned the propriety of the Council in 
allowing a civU servant to speak when 
an employee should more correctly 

Hanbury igreM, minting out that the 
cHy has a grievance procedure ferem- 
ployees. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy disa- 
greed, saying, "I don't think we should 
shut one person up. I would like to 
hear what he has to say," 

Councilman John R, Griffin and Vice 
Mayor Patrick L. Standing shared those 
sentiments. 

Perez' main concern is that the men 
who are being assigned to the new 
bureau have other jobs to perform. 
All the city's plan does, he said, is 
give one group another name. Perez, 
who said fie was speaking as a private 
citizen, claims that Virginia Beach 
Police are already understaffed and 
that more manpower, not cars, is the 
answer. 

The plea was unsuccessful, however. 
City Council acceded to Hanhury's 
recommendation for a T»ctics Bureau 
by appropriating $87,8S> for 12 ve- 
hicles and necessary equipment. 

The present Traffic Division in ef- 
fect would be the new Tactics Bureau 
with 29 men already in the traffic 
detail and the remainder of the 45-man 
complement made up of the city's hel- 
icopter pilots, S,W,A.T. Team, marine 
patrol, underwater rescue and recovery 
and the K-9 unit. 



Each member would have a dedicated 
vehicle; 33 are available under the 
present budget (with existing vehicles) 
and the appropriation will take care of 
the remaining 12, 

Perez maintains that a personal car 
does not guarantee that an officer will 
be available during a disturbance when 
needed, A traffic officer may be held 
up by a traffic jam like the one follow- 
ing the July 4 fireworks at Ht. Trash- 
more. A helicopter pilot may be aloft. 
Other disturbances in the city may be u- 
tilizing the other specialists, he said. 

Speaking after the meeting, he said 
that the plan does nothing to take care 
of any disturbance which has been pre- 
dicted for the Labor Day Weekend. 

Perez thinks the city should utilize 
off-duty patrolmen -- and pay them -- 
to beef up the Labor Day holiday force. 
Other Perez suggestions: 

— The city should expand its police 
force, which has 35-40 per cent of its 
301 members serving as detectives or 
in a siqiervisory position. Perez fig- 
ures the ratio uf police to population is 
3/4 of a man to every 1,000 citizens 
and thinks the city should have 3 to 
S-1/2 policemen per 1,000 pc^wlation. 

— The replacement of summer po- 
licemen with 

..mer b«rt discontinued the practice tfits 
year. 

— Use of the cabi!^ patrol for tiie 
b^ch froBt leaves other areas of the 
city unprotected. 

— The acquisition of modern equip- 
ment, which will be made possible by 
Monday's appn^riation, is long overdue. 

In other actions, Council: 

— Denied a conditional use permit 
requested by Bob-Ben Hauling Co. for 
a borrow pit on 500 acreas east of 
Blackvater Road along the North Lan- 
ding River. 

The Planning Commission recom- 
mended withdrawal, pointing out that 
the site is entirely below the two-foot 
contour, level and within the floodway. 
Most of the tract is swamp and wet- 
land^ and permits from the Corps of 
Engineers would be required for any 
dredging or filling. Withdrawal would 
mean that the applicant could return at 
any time while the denial forces a 
year wait before another a];q>lica- 
tion can be made. 

Councilman Baum noted that "a 
swamp is the least likely place to put 
a borrow pit" and that it was "a

Manager George L. Hanbury said Was 
an effort to decentralize functions "to 
provide the greatest number of ser- 
vices to the citizens at the least 
possible cost."

Names of the Department of Farm and 
Home Demonstration were changed to 
the Department of Agriculture, and 
Management Services becomes Depart- 
ment of Data Processing. 

Altb9i^ passed unanimously by the 
10 Council members present (Robert 
B. Cromwell Jr. was absent), some 
council meaabers voiced doubts about 
some features of the reorganisation. 

Councilman Floyd E. Waterfield Jr. 
feels that some power was being taken 
away from the fire chief in trans- 
ferring the lire inspector to the De- 
partment of Permits and Inspections.

Tell us how you dream aibout it in your sleep 
And how that makes you have to get up to (bleep). 
Tell us how it's one of life's little slices 
And how just one can goes for scalper prices. , 

That part of the poem describes what you always heard 
about Coors from Easterners. The actual Coors legend goes 
something like this: 

Once upon a time, in a beautiful mountain kingdom, there 
was a rich man who brewed in limited quantities a popular 
balm for the local masses which was made from the magical- 
ly-clear waters of a spring from a rocky mountain. The rich 
man did not care to sell the wonderful brew beyond the moun- 
tain borders of his own land and did everything in his power 
to keep outlanders from getting hold of the stuff. 

Because he made it so hard to get, though, it became legend 
and people from lands lieyond the mountain kindgom decided 
th4 anything somebody was takinc »U tt*t imM* to keep 
fTOTi them haa Id fte Yjetter tteJi wtiat they Had, so ttiey con- 
tinually infiltrated the rich man's domain and cleverly 
smuggled the valuable brew out of the kingdom in every 
conceivable fashion. 

Howeverr the high court of all the land finally told the 
rich man: Rich man, the judges said, "you can no longer 
fool the rest of us by keeping such a popular' commodity from 
most of the people most of the time. Now you've got to make 
it available to all the people all the time. It must be sold 
everywhere to anyone who wants it." 

The rich man, however, knew that despite the high court's 
ruling, three things would continue to make his brew the most 
popular in his own mountain land and thwart the efforts of the 
high court to make his product available to all the peasants 
beyond:

Welcome God back to classroom 



To the Editor: 

Are public schools doing an adequate job of educatmg 
our children? 

This is the question many concerned parents are asking 
themselves these days as they see their young people 
grow more and more disillusioned with public institutions 
of higher learning. 

One article in U.S.News & World Report on Nov. 24, 
1975, gives a good example of the condition that our 
public school system is in. ,It states the decline in test 
scores from students of 1963 in tests which included area 
of verbal ability, mathematical ability, science knowledge 
and writing skills. Even the state legislators expressed 
concern stating the test results indicate that Virginia 
students are achieving on a level sieBificantly below a na- 
tt^nal &v«^a. ^PVtivtatts MwamMA «MBt ««>* ▼««™*"»'- 
Pilot newspaper). 

Of greater magnitude is the fact that all spiritual train- 
ing has been deleted from our public school system. The 
U.S.Supreme Court has ruled that it is unconstitutional 
to have prayer or spiritual training in public school. 
Could this be the root of our present day problem? 

In the early era of this great country, the first teachers 
to instruct in the public school system were staunch be- 
lievers in the God whom it is unlawful to mention today. 
Many were preachers of the Gospel and instructed their 
students in the secular and religious areas. 

On July 25, 1976, a survey on public schools was given 
to the members of the Youth Department of Princess Anne 
Baptist Church of Virginia Beach. The results were shock- 
ing and most revealing as to the condition which exists 
presently in our school system. Some 90 per cent stated 
that they were instructed by teachers who used vulgar 
language in their Instruction of students. A percentage 
of 44 said that the Lord's name was taken in vain by tea- 
chers in the presence of students.

The drug and alcohol problem was revealed by the fact 
that 56 per cent states that they had been approached 
wlhin the school by those pushing marijuana and other 
drugs, with another 68 per cent stating that they had friends 
I who used drugs daily. Some 80 per cent stated that friends 
daily partake of some form of alcohol. 



Many other areas can be discussed, such as ungodly 
books which include cursing and profane wording, teaching 
which discredits the American way and country, and im- 
moral living in a country which has for its motto, "One 

Nation Under God."

Millions of Americans are traveling by car this summer, 
many coming to Virginia Beach, in order to enjoy the full 
flavor of our national history. The Better Business Bureau 
believes that more fun than worry couldi be savored from 
these vacations if travelers heed the following hints aboat 
driving at night. 

Many people choose to travel at night to escape the traffic 
congestion of the daylight hours. They also save monev on 
short trips by not having to pay for a motel room, or by not 
using the car's air-conditioner. However, an automobile 
breakdown at night when most service stations are closed 
can mean a disaster to some motorists. 

Motor breakdowns on long tripsare caused most frequent- 
ly by over-heated radiators, broken fan-belts and de^d bat- 
teries. It is especially important to check these units before 
leaving on a night-time driving vacation. When a breakdown 
occurs at night, often nohelp is available. Finding a wrecker 
service is only a small problem compared to the wait until 
morning to get parts or repair service. 



Check radiators before and regulariy during atrip. Carry 
a container of water for emeitencles, but keep in mind that 
pouring 4be water on a tot radiatorcancrack the unit. Make 
sure fan-belts are tested for strength before leaving on a 
trip Carrying an extra fan-belt, tires and tools are simple 
preeauttons which mn s«veoeBsiderablebe«ia<*esat2a.m. 
on a lonely highway. 

A car battery can be cl^nedeasilybeforea trip by pminng 
baking soda dissolved in water or a cartjonated drink over 
the tattery This vsrill retard :orrosion and lengthen the life 
of vour imtterv If at oo.r.e uoint on yo.r trip the h«ttpry 
faU's to restart after a stop, many moments of frustration 
have t»en avoided by tne «en-pici«ii«nj iiioionaituuieBui- 
arly carries "jumper" cables. 

Many service stations have adopted a "no cash policy 
after <tark Under this policy a night attendent u not allowed 
to make chai«e for any gas or oil purchase or for use m 
vending machines. In fact, often he has no cash because all 



income from the evening is placed in a special slot to which 
he has no key. >' 

TMs policy is very inconvenient for the night-time traveler 
who has just n« out of gas and who is not prepared with ex- 
act change for a purchase. Most stations advertise this 
policy, and a well-prepare motorist will respect the mo- 
tives behind the rule: avoiding night-time robberies. 

It will not help to insist that the attendant make ctatnge. 
Btrt sometimes a reasMiable arrai^ement can be made such 
as waiting mtll rther customers provide enough chaise, or 
leaving a deposit of something valuable with the attendant 
while you drive else^ere to get change. The atteuiant also 
may provide a receipt for thetolanceof a purchase which is 
re<teemable during the day. 

Driving at night can be helpftil, but to an unprepared motor- 
ist there is little to be gained. The Better Business Bureau 
reminds Bicentennial travelers that an enjoyable celebration 
depends as much on a weU-plauied trip as on sate driving 
habits.

"Do the Americans tend to be a little over hospitable?" 

"Well, the Americans, they are very friendly, very 
kind. They did so much for us and sometimes it was ex- 
hausting... but not much!" 

The new crew of the'Danmark' arrived in America on 
July 6 to begin five months of training aboard the fully- 
rigged vessel, queen of 'Operation Sail, '76'. The old crew, 
which had just taken the beautiful ship through New York 
Harbor on the Fourth of July, returned home. 

For the new, youthful crew the days ahead were filled 
with visits to various East Coast ports where the ship 
was toured by thousands and the crew welcomed, acclaim- 
ed and the object of a great deal of attention. 
•< It must have seemed that we were going to kill them with 
kindness at times, but they all took it in the spirit of friend- 
liness in which it really was all offered. 

As time went by things slowed a little. The national 
media went its way leaving only the local newspapers and 
television stations to trod upon and photograph the ship 
with its crew. Each port tried to make the 'Danmark's 
visit there all the more memorable for the crew as well 
as the locality. 

Yifglhia Beach and Norfolk have worked jointly on the 
hosting of the 'Danmark,' and during the Virginia Beach 
visit the city sponsored an afternoon at Sand Bridge. 



The event was organized by Sam Clay, Virginia Beach 
Public Information Officer. The Department of Patks and 
Recreation helped to arrange facilities. 

The band, Horizons, provided by a private group, played 
music throughout the afternoon. Former councilman 
Bab Callis and his wife Anne helped with activities. The 
event was catered by Giant Foods. 

They said that of all the organized greetings and tours 
they had been through, they found the Virginia Beach 
visit the most enjoyable. "We can relax, swim and enjoy 
ourselves." 

While in Norfolk they played the stereo-type of sail- 
ors and found a bar and had a few beers. They said that 
#bile underage in their country, the police only laugh if 
they are drunk. "One of the policemen stopped me and said 
I should go home and sleep a little and then he laughed 
very much." 

They also liked Virginia Beach because of the wither, 
which, during the visit, was miled compared to wbat we 
bad been having." It was much too hot in Battinore," 
they explained. 

When they^eached Virginia Beach last week ve sat 
with five ofNhe young men and talked for about a half 
hour of their visit and about them. 

There was little trouble communicating as English 
is a second language to the Danish. In fact some of the 
cadets told us that they could speak German as wel| a^s 
other languages. , 

They are all very young, especially considering the 
training that they are receiving. Anders Kristensen, John- 
ny M. Modsen, Johannes Christoffersen and Kim Hansen 
are all 16 years old. Kurt Andersen is 18. 



One of the fist things learned was how they communi- 
cate with each other aboard ship. Because many of them 
share similar first and last names, each has been as- 
signed a number. They even use the numbers talking 
with each other sometimes. It may sound impersonal, 
but is a sacrifice made to thwart confuHion. 

Oiie of the boys, Kim Hansen, has the number 13. He 
said he knew of the bad luck that went with the number 
and he had experienced some mishaps. "I've already drop- 
ped the food and got a fly in the water." 

Of the American people it was said, "They are kind, 
and very free." In fact they could think of nothing that 
displeased them about American's with the exception 
being "they don't speak Danish. " 

They come from different backgrounds. Many of their 
mothers, as well as their fathers, work, and while on the 
subject of work, they said that there is a strong women's 
rights movement in Denmark. "They are called red stock- 
ings because they where red socks." 

Two of the boys had fathers that were butchers, another's 
mother was a professional housekeeper while one's father 
is a mechanic and the fifth's an architect. 

They each paid about |200 to make the five month trip 
which will start their training towards future jobs in the 
navy or merchant marines. Their training will take them 
to the Azores and then the Mediterranean. 

The most exciting adventure they have had thus far 
really didn't involve the United States. The purpose of 
their months on the 'Danmark' is training and they said 
it was "most exciting when we bad to climb the masts. 
We go up very slow while we are learning, but later we 
will be faster." When it comes to the climb dpwn, though, 



they explained that they always did that fast. 

While we spoke with them, hal' the crew was still on 
board the 'Danmark' in Little Creek's Naval Amphibious 
Base. Hundreds of residents had gone down for the open 
hours of touring that were allowed during the afternoon. 
While the 'Port' crew answered tourists questions and clean- 
ed the ship after the visitors left, the 'Starboard' crew 
was enjoying the dancing and picnic. 

"When we go back they will ask many questions. Like, 
'What did you do?' and 'Were there many pretty girls?' 
our friends explained. 

Aboard ship, especially at sea, they look forward to their 
free time to simply relax, catch some extra sleep and read 
their mail or write letters. They run a hectic schedule. 
Up with the sun, they must make their bunks to the plea- 
sure of the officers, and if they are not done just right, ^ 
the bunks are torn apart to be remade. 

When they awake the officers tell them to "wake up 
to another new, beautiful day on the Danmark.' We us- 
ually just mumble and grumble." 

They said that they are looking forward to Christmas 
because they will have all returned home. Christmas was 
described as being much like an American holiday. Santa 
Glaus and Christmas trees and all. New Year's appears 
to be an even more enjoyed holiday from the reaction we 
received from the crew. "There is dancing and music 
and much drinking." 

Will they return to America on their own sometime 
and see our country? "Yes, definitely, if the money is 
available." 

As the Danmark left Virginia Beach it carried away 
a moment in history, memories for the crew and for us.

Scale describes threat 



The hurricane disaster-potential scale is an experimental 
effort by the National Weather Service to give public 
safety official a continuing assessment of the poteo - 
tial for wind and storm -stirge damage from a hurricane 
after it reaches a point where it could t>e a threat to their 
coastal pcqnilatlons. 

Scale numbers are made available to public-safety 
officials when a hurricane is within 72 hours of landfall. 

Scale numbers range from 1 to 5- -with Scale No. 1 
having at least the threshold windspeed of a hurricane of 
74 miles per hour, or a storm surge 4 to 5 feet above 
normal water level— and Scale No. 5 having a windspeed 
of 155 miles per hour or more, or a storm surge more 
than 18 feet above normal. 

The Weather Service em|diasizes that the disaster - 
potential numbers are not forecasts, but will be based 
on observed conditions at a given time in a hurricane's 
lifespan. They represent an estimate of what the storm 
would do to a costal area if it were to strike without change 
in distnictive power. Sale assessments will be revised 
regularly as new observations are made, and public-safety 
organizations will be continually advised of new estimates 
of the hurricane's disaster potential. 

The Disaster - Potential Scale gives probable property 
damage and evacuation recommendations as follows: 

Scale No. 1— Winds of 74 to 95 miles per hour. Damage 
primarily to shrubbery, trees, foilage and unanchored 
mobile homes. No real damage to other structures. Some 
damage to poorly constructed signs. 

9orm suge 4 to 5 feet above luirmal. Low-Iyii^ oastal 
roads inundated, minor pier damage, some small craft 
in expoaed anchorages torn from moorii^s. 

Scale No. 2— Winds*cf"9flSNll0 miles per hour. Con- 
siderable damage to shrubbery aiuytree foliage, some trees 
blown down. Major damage to Exposed mobile homes. 
Extensive damage to poorly const^cted signs. Some da- 
mage to roofing materials of bliildi^s; some window 
and door damage. No major damage to buildings. 

9orm suge 6 to 8 feet above normal, Crastal roads 
and low-lying escape routes inland cut by rising water 
2 to 4 hours before arrival of hurricane center. Cotsiderable 
iiauiMge tu pitrs. Marinas flooded, buiali ciaft in un- 
protected anchorages torn from moorii^s. Evacuation of 
some shoreline residences and low-lyiar tsland areas 
required. 



Scale No. S--Winds of 111 to 130 miles per hour. 
Foliage torn from trees, large trees blown down. Pract- 
ically all poorly constructed signs blown down. Some 
damage to roofing materials of buildings; some window 
and door damage. Some structural damage to small 
buildings. Mobile homes destroyed. 

Storm surge 9 to 12 feet above normal. Serious flooding 
at coast and many smaller structures near coast destroyed; 
larger structures near coast damaged by l»ttering waves 
and floating debris. Low-lying escape routes inland cut 
by rising water 3 to 5 hours before hurricane center arrives. 
Flat terrain 5 feet or less above sea level flooded in- 
land 8 miles or more. Evacuation of low-lying residences 
within several blocks of shoreline possibly required. 

Scale Mo. 4— Winds of 131 to 155 miles per hour. Shrubs 
and trees blown down, all signs down. Extensive damage 
to roofing materials, windows and doors. Complete fail- 
ure of roofs on many small residences. CoMj^e de- 
struction of mobile homes. 'IF 

Storm stti^e 13 to 18 feet above normal. Flat terrain 
10 feet or less above sea level flooded inland as far as 
6 miles. Major damage to lower floors of structures 
near shore due to flooding and battering by waves and 
floating debris. Low-lying escape routes Inland cut by 
rising water 3 to 5 hours before hurricane center ar- 
rives. Major erosion of beaches. Massive evacuation of 
all residences within 500 yards of shore possibly re- 
quired, and of single-story residences on low ground 
within 2 miles of shore. 

Scale No. 5 - Winds greater than 155 miles per hour, 
^ruta and trees blown down, considerable damage to 
roofs of buildings; all signs down. Very severe aiKl ex- 
tensive damage to windows and doors. Complete failure 
of roofs on many residences and industrial buildings. 
Extensive ihattering of glass in windows and doors. Some 
comjdete baUdi^ teilures. Small buildings overturned or 
blown away. Complete destructkm of mobile homes. 

Storm surge greater than IS feet above normal. Major 
ibmage to lower floors of all structures less than 15 
fe^ above sm level within 500 yards of shor«. Low- 
iyii« escape routes inland cut by risii« water 3 to 5 
hours before hurricane center arrives. Massive evacua- 
tion of residential areas on low ground withlr. 5 to 10 
miln of shore possibly required. 



The tourists are a special problem 
for local officials. While there is a 
large population here already that is 
unfamiliar with hurricanes and their 
dangers, most tourists are even less 
informed and do not share the know- 
ledge of residents about low lying ar- 
eas and roads for possible escape. 

Unlike the resort areas of southern 
New Jersey which have as many as 
a million sun seekers on weekends 
with only one road out, Virginia Beach 
has several routes away from the 
coast. While some may eventually 
flood at the approach of a storm 
others, such as the Norfolk-Virginia 
Beach Expressway are built to be se- 
cure against flooding. The interstates 
also provide generally flood -free 
escape. 

People visiting the beach are often 
in hotels or motels which will inform 
them of any dangers from possible 
storms. 

Campers especially do not enjoy the

benefits of a telephone and usually 
there is no television nearby, but 
ttiere is no reason to not have a radio 
handy during the hurricane season or 
any time of the year. Hurricanes can 
sometimes be nothing compared to the 
efiects of a locally severe thunder - 
storm or a tornado. 

The pohit is communications and 
alert of the populace. While planning 
a camping trip you should include a 
dependable battery powered radio with 
extra power su|^ly, and you should lis- 
ten to the latest weather every few 
tours. When a storm threatens, listen 
more often, if not constantly, for new 
weather advisories. 

Virginia Beach camping areas will 
be alerted about danger from storms 
by police using pubUcaddress systems 
on their cars while driving through 
the grounds. Evacuation orders would 
be issued in the same manner. As 
needed, special transportation wculd 
be made available.

The United States has enjoyed the 
benefits of fewer hurricanes in the last 
few years because of a disasterous 
drought in Afi-ica. 

Dust from that drought has been 
blown into the upper atmosphere thus 
reflecting, it is believed, eiraugh heat 
to cool the waters of the Atlantic to a 
point at which hurricanes have not 
been able to form as easily as they were 
previously. But according the Weather 
Service, that benefit is not fading 
away. 

With the drought ending the dust in 
the atmosphere will eventually filter 
down to the ocean, ttie sun light will 
get through and the temperature of 
the ocean will again be suchthatit will 
spawn the hurricanes. 



A swirling powerhouse 



What is a hurricane and what makes 
it the awesome powerhouseof nature's 
weather? 

From a vantage point in space they 
seem quite small, flat spirals drifting 
on the sea, gentle eddies in the endless 
flowing of the planet's atmosphere. But 
where their drift takes them over ship- 
ping lanes and islands and the coasts 
of continents, their passage is com- 
memorated by property destroyed, 
prospects diminished, and death. 

They are tropical children, the off- 
spring of ocean and atmosphere power- 
ed by beat from the seas, driven by 
easterly tradewinds and temperate 
westerlies, the highest planMary 

winds, and their own fierce eMrgy. In 
tteir cbndy arms and around their 
tranquil core, winds blow with lettal 
ferocity, the ocean develops an inun- 
dating surge, and, as they move to- 



ward land, tornadoes now and then 
flutter down from the advancing wall 
of thunderclouds. 



More scientifically, k>w-level air 
trom a surrounding armbeginstoflow 
in a stable direction, accelerating the 
contwcUon in a previously formed dis- 
turbance (thunderstorm). The vertical 
circulation becomes increasingly well 
organized as water vapor in the as- 
ceMling moist layer is condensed (re- 
leasii^ large amount s of heat energy 
which is needed to drive the wind 
system) and the system is swept into 
a counterclockwise cyclonic ^iral. 
the hurricane would so<a fill tq>, how- 
ever, were it mt for the 'eye' which 
serves as a chimney in which con- 
verging air surges lyiward. 

There are numerous omtributing 
hctors hi the creation of a hurricane.

derstood, and our explanation of a 
hurricane is very general, the defini- 
tion is much more complex. 

The average hurricane will cover 
an area some 100 miles in diameter, 
thoti^h they can l>e much larger.

Once generated, a hurricane tei 
to survive while it is over warm we , 
tor it is the temperature differc 
between air and water that dri 
and sustains the system.

When was the last time 
you went out after a tan, 
only to have your skin get 
"all burned up about it?"

not be so easily shed. 

Irwin I. Lubowe, M.D., 
clinical professor of derma- 
tology at the New York Me- 
dical College, says " 

it is now quite firmly es- 
tablished that excessive sun 
exposure... is the leading 
cause of premature and ir- 
reversible skin aging, so- 
lar keratoses (precancer- 
ous), and probably of skin 
cancer...." 

Where your skin is con- 
cerned, the sun is no foun- 
tain of youth. Although a 



certain amount of sun is good 
tor you, and evidence indi- 
cates we all need some ul- 
traviolet, tanning your hide 
too much in youth can lead 
to a leathery, weather - 
beaten look in later life. 
,Even«?ime "SMWor - , , 
shipers" in their early 
twenties who spent a lot 
of time in the sun have be- 
gun to show the effects. 

Precancerous lesions 
from years of excessive sun- 
ning may also develop in 
young persons, according to 
the authoritative "Merck 

Manual. These lesions" 

are usually hard and gray 
to dark in color." If you 
notice any suspicious spot 
on your skin, report it pro- 
mptly to your physician or 
dermatologist. 

Findings indicate that 



cumulative overexposure to 
strong sunlight ui greatly 
increase your lances of 
developing skin cancer. The 
lighter your complexion, the 
greater the risk tends to be. 
Medical authorities j^^par- 
ticularly urge you fft^ro- 
tect your lips from t>eing 
exposed to strong, direct 
sunlight for extended per- 
iods. If you can't keep your 
lips out of such sunlight, it 
is recommended that you 
coat both your uiq>er and 
your lower lips with a heavy 
base cream or ointment of 
a type which will eSective- 
ly keep out most of the sun's 
rays. 

How much sun is too much? 
The thickness of your skin 
and the amount of melanin

swer. Eq}erts warn, how- 
ever, iiat it's a mistake 
to assume people with dark 
complexions or even black 
skin can take the sun in 
unlimited amounts. 

For safe and sensible sun- 
ning, . $t»rt your sunbathing 
season by going out in the 
early morning or late af- 
ternoon when the sun is not 
, as strong. Lie out for just 
a few minutes the first day 
and increase your exposure 
very gradually. Reduce your 
time in the sun if your skin 
gets too hot. Be sure to 
shift positions frequently. 

It <k>esn't have to be a 
sunny day tor you to get 
a suiilnirn. "Many sunbath- 
ers are badly burned on 
lightly overcast days when 
they are shaded from the 
sun," one authority says. 

Can sun lotions protect 
you? An appropriate one may 
help. If in doubt, ask for your 
physician's recommenda- 
tions. Experts also note that 
mineral oils, olive oils and 
iodine offer you no protec- 
tion against the sun. 

It is important to protect 
all exposed skin, and give 
the tip of your nose, lips, 
ear lob^s^ cheek, ibooes, 
shoulders ^)d.M<A bl tlw^: 
neck an extra layer of 
protective coating. Even if 
a lotion is labeled 'water- 
proof," play safe and re- 
apply after bathing, towel- 
ing or perspiring profuse- 
ly. However, dermotologist 
do caution that "...If a^gre- 
asy cream covers too much 
of the body surface at a 
time it may interfere with 
sweating and predispose to 
heat stroke."

Parents as reading partners 



Poor reading habits in Ipw 
income families are often 
passed from one generation 
to another, but this cycle 
can be broken if parents 
become partners in their 
child's education. 

Although recognizing stu- 
dies which indicate a cyclic 
pattern of poor readers in 
low income families, Dr. 
Stanley E. Baker, a Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth Uni- 
versity reading specialist, 
believes the cycle does not 
have to be a never-ending 
phenomenon. The secret in 
breaking the repetitive pat- 
tern is for parents to be 
active in their child's learn- 
ing process, and if they do 
not feel qualified to act iii 
a teaching role, he says they 
should ask for help. 

"Parents must assume the 
responsibility for educating 
their children," Baker 
stated. "If they lack the 
kutfli^ce or tactics fpr«s-- 
snmftf this burden, fliey 
shou|l,£D tp school and learn 
how. Parents must assume 
the responsibility of educa- 
ting themselves. They must 
allfw theipselves to be 
tai4ht," the VCU director 
of reading services explain- 
ed.; 

"Go to night classes. Go 
to the public library, a 
church, or social organiza- 
tions for help," he encour- 
aged. "To increase a child's 
desire to read, parents must 
be iivilling to adopt new living 
paiterns. Parents have to 
shiiw that they are willing to 
leafrn." 



Parents, he added, should 
not be content with allowing 
the responsibility of teach- 
ing their children to fall 
exclusively on public school 
teachers. Instead, he advises 
parents to go to day care 
centers, kindergartens, and 
primary schools to ask bow 
they can assist in their 
child's learning process at 
home. Parents can en- 
courage their children to 
complete simple tasks, such 
as tying a shoe, buttoning a 
coat, or recognizing shapes 
and colors, which help to 
build coordination and vo- 
cabulary. 

In detailing specific ways 
to help a child, Baker said 
that an often overlooked op- 
portunity to teach a child 
usually greets families 
every morning at the break- 
fast table. "Point out the 
words on the cereal box 
or the carton of milk," he 
iM^iraged. axplaiaiac that 
cmraren naturally want to 

learn the names of the items 
they are eating. 

Another good tool for par- 
ents to use in teaching their 
children at home is the tele- 
vision. By pointing out the 
descriptions of shows in the 
television guide, children 
will learn to associate speci- 
fic printed words with vis- 
ual images, remarked Ba- 
ker, who has served as both 
national consultant in read- 
ing and urban advisor to 
the editorial board of Mac- 
millan Publishing Company. 

Baker feels that one of the 
most effective tools a parent

can use to help a child to 
learn outside the home can 
be a shopping trip.

"Parents can i^UQie to^^ 
ttielr chUdrwi im%«Mi who r-^ 
are models of success, who 
exemplify how occupations 
can bring economic and per- 
sonal reward; to in- 
dividuals." He added that 
these, hero figures should 
be chosen from fields other 
than athletics or enter - 
tainment, in which little 
academic success is stress- 
ed. 



The former speech and 
English teacher considers 
it vital for parents to en- 
courage their child's read- 
ing progress because^fK 
says studies indicate ~tnat 
poor reading ability causes 
a child to lose respect for 
himself. "A child who is 
poor in oeading will have to 
struggle to read, and since 
reading In public schools 
is often highly competitive, 
a poor reader will feel he 
is a failure. Often," Baker 
added, "a child who can- 
not read does not feel as 
well liked as a child who 
can read." 

The most important de- 
sire a parent can instill in 
a child is the desire to l^m, 
the VCU director stated. 
"Ask questions which make 
him think, not ones to which 
the child can answar 'yes' 
or 'no,' " be explained. Ex- 
amples of such probing ques- 

.«t»rs^^e tbneqir twi «r?" 
or "How many colors are 
there?" 

In addition to working with 
children to «icourage read- 
ing and building language 
development^ parents should 
make fiill use of public health 
agencies which can detect 
early signs of learning pro- 
blems in chiildren, Baker 
said.

Actual classroom instruc- 
tion of students, then, has 
been going on in this area 
for about 340 years. 

When Virginia changed 
some of its education laws 
in 1849, a definite but in- 
effectual effort was made to 
require that every county or- 
ganize district schools. 
Shortly after 1850, despite 
opposition in many locali- 
ties to the new> codes, se- 



veral^ities and counties be- 
gan to build a system of 
free schools. Virginia Beach 
at the time a part of Prin- 
cess Anne County, was a- 
mong that group. 



With the opening of the 
school systems began a 
growth that gives Virginia 
Beach the large and effec- 
tive school system it hasto- 
day. 



Pupil-teacher ratio 
better than ever 



In the past 13 years, the 
Virginia Beach School Board 
has reduced the city-wide 
pupil-teacher ratio from 29- 
1 in 1963 to 20-1 in 1976. 

Many otherprogramshave 
also been improved in the 
past decade, including the 
expansion of the special pro- 
gram for exceptional stu- 
dents, the development of a 
special program for migrant 
students, the institution of 
the kindergarten program 
and the expansion of the 
adult education program. 

Marine biology courses 



are now offered at the ele- 
mentary and high school 
level, along with numerous 
"enrichment courses" of- 
fered during the regular 
school year and especially 
durinlr the summer. 
A comprehensive driver 

education program has been 
instituted, developmental

SOQ. the three letters in 
r-ducatiuneze tiiat art> miw«<l 
eliciting (expressions of 
hupe, consternation and won- 
derment on the part of Vir- 
ginia teachers, school ad- 
ministrators and school 
boards, got a Oiorough alr- 
mg at a conference held 
at Virginia State College in 
late July. 

SOQ-1, the first areacmi- 
ference held to explain the 
recently enacted Standards 
of Quality in Education, at- 
(i-acted an audience of ap- 
proximately 270 persons, of 
whom 229 registered for the 
day-long conference as hav- 
ing come from a host of 
cities and counties through- 
out south-central Virginia, 
with some interested tea- 
chers having come from as 
&ir as North Carolina. 

Virginia State College 
School fl Education faculty 
members and students and 
in-service teachers. enroUed 
here for summer courses, 
also took part in the day- 
long program that was 
designed to explore the im- 
plications of the new stan- 
dards which went into ef- 
fect in Virginia on July I 
and wl^h have implementa- 
tion "rates extending to 
school - year 19t]-82 for 
some phases of the program. 
Dr. Richard Boyer, as - 
si slant superintendent for 
Program Development for 
the State Department of Ed- 
ucation, provided the con- 
ference with a background 
review of the legislation that 
led to the enactment by the 
Virginia General Assembly 
ui 1976 of one (tf the only 
.state-wide programs setting 
specific standards of quality 
inT^blic primary and se- 
cMidary education. 

He reviewed the adoption, 
in 1970 of Oie Common - 
wealth's new Constitution, 
which callwl, for the first 
tune, for a system of i|uality 
education. Goals were set 
at that time Ibr public edu- 
cation in Virginia that would 
"aid each pupil, consistent 
with his or her abilities and 
educational needs." 

Del. Garland noted that a 
brochure, "Standards of 

Quality and Objectives for 
Public School in Virginia, 
1976-78' , has been widely 
disiriiiuted to school dist- 
lirls. school boards, tea- 
chers and parent - tea- 
cher associations. 



The standards and objee- 
fives spelled out in the pub- 
lication cover basic learn- 
ing skills, career prepara- 
tion, special edocaUon, i^- 
ted and talented, personnel, 
teacher prqiaration, testing 
and measurement, accredi- 
tation, planning and public 
involvement and develop- 
ment of policy manual by 
each school division. 

Audience questions and 
concerns about the standards 
were similar to opinions voi- 
ced by the conference pane- 
lists who represented the 
various bciKs of pri^ 
mary and secondary piiblic 
education. Drawing the most 
criticism were those stan- 
dards which fix a ratio of 
48 professional personnel 
per 1,000 students, call for 
a five year program of tea- 
cher preparatioli with the 
last year being a supervised 
teaching internship, stAte - 
wide testing to go into ef- 
fect by 1978 and accrdlt- 
ing standards that will be 
set by the Beard of Edu- 
cation, independent of the 
school divisions.

Is your home 
4^urglar proof ? 

You'Ve checked your luggage. )fou ve liad the tires, water, 
nil and gasoline checked. You've turned off the ^Ai, ^nd you 
even remembered to get film for the camera. So you hop 
in the car and head off to the mountains, confident that tki* 
is going to tie the best vacation ever. 
' jiight? Maybe, says the Insurance Information Institute. 
If you haven't remembered to take a tew precautions to 
prevent burglars from breaking into your home while you 're 
away, this may just turn out to be the worst vacation ever. 

Statistics show that 75 per cent of the convicted burglars 
in this country have prior convictions. One possible rea- 
son burglary is so popular is because people make it so 
easy. 

A prowler enters someone's home every IS seconds 
in this country, and of the $400 million worth (rf foods 
stolen each year, only 5 per cint is recovered. Vacationers 
are particularly subject to burglary because they do not 
often take the basic precautions which help prevent il- 
legal entry into their homes. 

You can't make your home absolutely burglar-proof, 
but you can make entry so difficult that a thief will go 
elsewhere In search of an easier victim. 

To make it difficult for a burglar to get into your 
home: 

—Lock all outside doors and windows, as well as garage 
door^. 

--During the night hours, obtain several Inexpensive plug- 
in timers to turn lights, televisions and radios on during 
the time you would roost likely have them on if you were 
at home. 

—Have milk, newspaper and other deliveries discontinued 
during your absence. Burglars watch for piled-up papers 
and milk bottles that indicate a vacant house. 

—Have your telephone temporarily disconnected. Bur- 
glars often call before committing a robbery to see If 
anyone is at home. 

Have the post office forward or hold your mail, or have 
neighbors collect it daily. 

—Ask a neighbor or relative to check your home period- 
ically to l>e sure light timers are wotting and to vary the 
lights and position of drapes. 

—Don't publicize vacations ahead of time. Many thieves 
watch local papers for accounts of vacationers. 

—Don't leave extra keys in such obvious places as the 
mailbox, door mat or flower pots. 

—Tell your local police department how long you'U 
be away so they can check your bouse occasionally wUle 
you're gone. 

Even the best lock will not stop a determined thief, 
but for the best protection possible, police recommend 
double cylinder deadbolt locks for all entry doors. This 
type lock must be opened by a key on both sides, and thus 
prevents a thief from merely breaking out a door glass, 
reaching inside and unlocking the door. ' 

Sliding glass doors are a special problem, but precau- 
tions can be taken. Place a sturdy wooden or meUd rod, 
such as a broom handle cut to fit, into the sliding jamb 
at the bottom of the door to ke«p it safely closed. 

Window locks must also be securely latched. A stop-' 
lock is available which limits window openings to ventila- 
tion spaces too, small to permit entry.

In order to help both the police and your 
insurance company in the event of a robbery, there are 
a few things you can do: 

—Keep a list of serial numbers on all prqperty such ks 
TV's, radios, guns, stereos, cameras, etc. Photograph 
jewelry, silver and other valuables for complete records. 
You should keep copies of these items in a safe place, 
and also provide a copy to your insurance agent Ibr his 
files. * 

--Place a special identifying number, such as your social 
secruity number, on aU items for which this Is practical. 
An inexpensive metal engraver can be useful in this open- 
tlon.

Some insurance policies will cover newly-purchased items 
for a short time, such as 30 days, from the date of purchase, 
but to be sure you are covered the items should be placed 
on your inventory as soon as possible after purchase. 

—If, when you return from' a trip--or indeed, even a trip 
to the store— ^nd there are obvious signs of a burglary, 
DO NOT ENTER YOUR HOME. Call the police from a 
neightrar's house and wait until they arrive. 

You may not be able to prevent a burglary if the thief 
is determined to enter your home, but the Institute says 
lit you take these simple common sense precautions, your 
homecoming is more likely to be a happy one.

"Good picture books are 
those in which the pictures 
look like realoblects.

Children's stories do not 
always have to have a moral 
to qualify as good reading 
material, according to Mrs. 
Swyers. She terms the idea 
of story having a moral as 
old-fashioned because she 
believes children should be 
allowed to read for pure en- 
tertainment. 

Subjects formerly thought 
to be unacceptable In child- 
ren's literature are now ac- 
cepted in Mrs. Swyers' op- 
inion, because they reflect 
lite realistically. 

The VCU faculty member 
said that once overlooked^ 
subjects, such as death and 
divorce, are now popular 
reading selections because 
they give the child a model, 
which shows him how other 
children have felt or behaved 
when facing similar situa- 
tions. 



Parents can use the reed- 
ing of children's literafcre 
as a means of handling dif- 
ficult situations becauae 
"books can serve as a ve- 
hicle for sharing ideas. 
Reading about other people's 
lives helps a child build 
compassion and understand- 
ing of others," said Mrs. 
Swyers, who has been na- 
tionally recognlied as an 
outstanding teacher by both 
"Grade Teacher Magazine" 
and the National Council on 
Economic Education. 

If parents are unsure in 
selecting materials which 
describe sensitive subjects, 
such as sex, Mrs. Swyers 
suggested that they purchase 
materials from a church - 
related bookstore. She also 
cited public librarians as ex- 
perts who would be qualified 
to choose a publication of- 
fering the prqper approach 
for a family's needs.

A parent who fails to read 
to his child or discuss mat- 
ters with him may be ser- 
iously hindering the child's 
'reading ability. 

Reading and communica- 
ting are of prime importance 
to a child's language de- 
velopment, accoding to Dr. 
Joseph E. Mahony, a Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth Uni- 
versity reading specialist. 
)n his work with close to 
200 parents in a federally 
funded program, Mahony has 
found that without the tools 
that aid in good language 
development, a child will 
be unable to build good read- 
ing skills. Parents, Mahony 
stated, can provide the bas- 
ics needed to build good lan- 
guage development. 

"A parent is the first and 
most Important Influence on 
« child's language develop- 
ment," he explained. "By 
makii« learning a positive 
:experience, parents as 'tea- 
;chers' are proliably the most 
important teachers in the 
child's life." 

In his work with parents 
'Mahony has pinpointed four 
basic techniques parents 
can use with their children 
4o improve language de- 
jvelopment and consequently 
increase reading ability. 

Mahony suggests parents 
md a variety of materials 
to children, but he warns 
that the child should be al- 
lowed to pick out his own 
)>references. 

' "It's importairt to teach 
t child to browse and pre- 
fiev books. Have him read 
half of the first page, then 
aUp to the middle of the 
Jbook and read a half page," 
^e saM. In this manner, Ma- 
Hmy believes a child will 
{nm If be can read that 
jparticnlar book, if be is in- 
terested in the topic, and If 
ihe subject Is what he ex- 
-ptded. After a child an - 
•wers "yes" to these three 
rtlpiilati(»s and decides te 
ntfs the book, Mahony feels 
^ Till he more taeUned to 
fid it-

ing skills is to converse 
with the child. 

"Don't talk at the child; 
talk with him. Communicate 
with him," the reading spec- 
ialist advised. "When a child 
talks about his experiences, 
don't regard It as baby 
talk," warned Mahony; in- 
stead he advises asking 
questions, which he feels 
builds a child's confidence 
in speaking and encourages 
cohesive sentence structure. 

An important question to 
ask a child is "why" be- 
cause it encourages him to 
rely on his own perceptions 
and to test his own reac- 
tions to his daily activities, 
Mahony observed. 

Failure to communicate 
with a child, failure to en- 
courage the child to speak 
sions, the VCU specialist 
feels, will most likely re- 
sult In a child who has a low 
stock of living vocalMilary 



and who is unskilled in re- 
cognizing spoken word 
meanings. Therefore, he will 
probably be a poor reader. 

Mahony sees giving a 
background of experiences 
to the child as a third method 
of increasing his language 
development. "Provide a 
child with all kinds of ex- 
periences. Take him, show 
him, do things with him." 
For example, a trip to a zoo, 
where a child sees, hears, 
and possibly smells a lion, 
helps the child break down 
the abstract meaning of the 
word "lion" into some - 
thing meaningful, something 
he can associate with as 
having smelled, or beard, 
or feared. When a child is 
able to use his ^nses in 
Identifying new words or 
meanings, he is usually bet- 
ter able to recall meanings. 

A final important factor 
Mahony .encourages a par- 



ent to remember is that a 
parent serves as a model, 
an example to his child. If 
the child sees the parent 
reading and enjoying it, he 
will be more likely to read. 

When parents seea child's 
reading improving, the 
VCU specUlist said, the 
child should be given the op- 
portunity to call the suc- 
cess his own. "Too often," 
he cautions, "the parent will 
say 'I'm proud of Johnny.' 
Instead, the parent should 
ask the child if he feels 
good about his success. Let 
him know the feeling of suc- 
cess and be proud of it," 
Mahony said. 

A major thrust of his ad- 
vice to parents in his work 
with the reading improve- 
ment program is to encour- 
age them to work with their 
child's teacher. 

"A parent and a teacher 
should work together as a 



toim," he observed. To work 
as a team, Mahony feels it 
Is essential tor a parent to 
ask the teacher for sugges- 
tions on what he can do at 
home to help with the child's 
reading activities. In return 
he feels parents shoul4 pro- 
vide feedback to the teach- 
ers about attitudes and im- 
pressions the child has that 
might not have been convey- 
ed to the teacher. 

In a final warning to par- 
ents, Mahony suggested that 
they maintain a positive at- 
titude about school in front 
of their child. If the pawnts 
are having a disagreement 
with the school and/or tea- 
cher, be encourages them 
to talk the problem out at 
school, not in front of the 
child. Negative impressions 
of the school, he believes, 
could make the child feel 
guUty about time spent 
there.

Small craft cautionary messages are 
Issued along the coast in the path of 
the storm with an additional advisory 
of a possible small craft warnings 
to be issued at a later time. 

The Kelam family hears of the storm 
fbr the first time and it provides a 
few minutes conversation at dinner.

Lisa has continued her movement 
towards the central Atlantic coast 
prompting the issuance of a hurricane 
watch for islands and the outer banks. 
Within a short time the watch extends 
to cover the coasts of Maryland south 
through Georgia. Lisa is movii^ in a 
slight arc to the north west which 
would bring it over North Carolina. 
Winds are now reaching 100 m.p.b. 

When the watch is Issued for Vir- 
ginia Beach, Lee Eskey, Coordinator 
of Emergency Services, officially in- 
forms City Manager George Hanbury 
that there is a potential for a hur- 
ricane locally. As city manager Mr. 
Hanbury carries the dual post of Dir- 
ector of Emergency Services. 

Eskey checks emergency plans for 
the city to insure that all is in order 
and ready.

Kdam calls the children together for 
a few minutes to review a hurricane 
plan that was drawn up months before 
and details all actions that they should 
take.

Mrs. Kelam checks 
the supply of batteries tor flash lights 
and portable radios as well as food 
and water supplies. That night she shops 
for some extra canned goods to replace 
some siqiplies that have been used, as 
well as some heavy tape for the win- 
dows. 

She is not the only person checking 
stqipUes. With the issuance of the watch, 
Salvation Army, Red Cross and other 
local service organizations now check 
their supplies and pii^Kiint the where- 
abouts of vital personnel, should they 
be needed.

Lisa is continuing her growth and now 
reaches the high point of a category 
three storm with winds over 125 m.p.h.

Specific ac- 
tion statements for those areas are 
now being issued by ttie Norfolk of- 
fice of the Weather Service calling for 
preparation for possible evacuation of 
low-lying areaa.

' At the Kelam home the power has 
failed and the telephone is out. The 
• entire beach area is without power or 
phones. There is light at evacuation 
" centers where emergency generators 
' are being used. A few miles inland 
many telephone and power lines are 
down, some areas still have services 
though. 
' The winds are ripping at roof tops 
' making shingles into extremely dan- 
gerous projectiles. Some windows have 
■' either blown out or been broken by 
flying objects. Many $igns have blown 
' away or been washed out. 

Sections of the boardwalk collapse 
as the tides pound in. The wooden pier 
has been heavily damaged. 

As the storm reaches its destructive 

peak in the early morning hours one 

' of the taller modern ocean front build- 

' ii«s actually collapses because its' 

' pilings and foundations having been 

washed out. Several other multi-story 

buildii^s are dangerously damaged 

around their bases. 

Portions of roadway near the beach 
have been undermined and are falling 
through. Electric and telephone lines 
criss-cross roads and buildings where 
they have fallen. 

Dawn is late to come because of 
Lisa's heavy rain and thick cloud cover. 
When light finally brightens the scene 
it is one of "mon soon" rain, trees 
bendlDg before the winds and large lakes 
formed in roads and parking areas. 
There is no traffic. All business is 
closed and services discontinued. 

The storm remains strong through 
the day birt begins to drop in inten-

sity by noon. Early evening finds winds 
dronting to a point where people can 
again come into the streets, but sur- 
veys of damage will have to until the 
next day as night is again coming. 

by ianUrnlight. I'here are some ^ks 
in the house and the wind has dam- 
aged the roof and porch, but the win- 
dows are all still Intact, larger ones 
having been boarded up, smaller ones 
heavily taped to prevent flying glass 
should one break. They use stored 
water as reservoir siwlies are pos- 
sibly contaminated. 

Day 10 

Lisa now beings the death of a hur- 
ricane on land. Loss of warm water 
'fuel' coiq>led with friction over the 
land, is causing the hurricane to spread 
out, break up and colU^ne at its' cen- 
ter. 

Lisa is passing over the Blue Ridge 
mountains bringing heavy raintointer- 
rior Virginia and West Virginia. Dur- 
ing the night a tornado, spawned by 
the storm, caused some damage in the 
Shennandoah Valley. Tidewater cities 
reported no twisters. 

In the morning the winds have gone, 
the rain is ending. 

City officials from the real estate 
assesors office fly over the city to 
make an initial damage estimate. Af- 
ter about four hours in the air they 
inform state authorities in Richmond 
that damage is estimated to range be- 
tween $120-160 miUion. In the days 
ahead that will be broken down into 
specifics. Damage to r^l property, 
crop damage, highway damage, indus- 
trial damage and many other categor- 
ies of destruction covering the en- 
tire economic base, will be estimated. 

After receiving similar reports from 
the other dtles In the area and near- 
by counties the governor makes a re- 
port to the White House. Late in the 



afternoon the President declares Vir- 
ginia Beach and the surrounding area 
a "major disaster area" making avail- 
able federal disaster assistance. 

A major job of reconstruction lays 
ahead. Weather Is no longer the prime 
concern. 

The Norfolk Airport will rec^en in 
the afternoon, but assistance starts ar- 
riving at the Naval Air Station, Oceana, 
early In the mornli^. At first it comes 
in trickles, but then, at the wheels 
of government begin to spin, it arrives 
faster and faster. 

Not only government assistance, but 
aid from the Red Cross and other na- 
tional service organizations also ar- 
rives. Over 15 per cent of the homes 
In Virginia Beach, many at Sand Bridge, 
have received major damage or been 
destroyed, another 50% have .suffered 
some damage. Thousands of people will 
need food, clothing and shelter in the 
days and weeks ahead. Long after Lisa's 
passage slips from national headlines 
her affects will still be felt here. 

A Recovery Planning Council Is 
formed with the single task of organi- 
zing and directing full economic re- 
covery for Virginia Beach. Several field 
offices are established in strategic 
points throughout the city providing 
'one-stop' assistance. Here victims 
are processed with as little red tape 
as possible. As needed, shelter, food 
stamps, clothes are Issued, flood in- 
surance is arranged for, imall busi- 
ness loan ai^llcatlons are processed 
and the future Is made brighter for 
thousands. 

ft will be months, in some cases, 
years, before full recovery is achiev- 
ed, but the city has been spared need- 
less deaths and destruction because 
> the peq>le were prepared, because citl- 
zms re<K)gnized a threat and tmted 
it realisticaUy.

More than one million boys are about to begin a re- 
volutionary high school fbotball season in this the 200th 
year since the American Revolution. New blocking and 
tackling rules for high school football in 47 states and the 
District of Columbia make the 1976 season different from 
previous years for players, coaches, officials and rules- 
makers.

Use of the head as the principal point of contact in block- 
ing and tackling has been made illegal by the National 
Alliance Football Committee which formulates the rules of 
high school toott>all in all states but Conneticut, Massa- 
chusetts and Texas. 

If a player makes primary contact with the top of the 
head, tmA of the head, or face mask when blocking of 
tackliiv, It Is a personal foul carrying a 15 yard penalty. 

Concern tor safety of the participants was more per- 
suasive to the Committee than worry that the prohibi- 
tion against butt -blocking and face-tackling could not be 
enforced. Since the change has beoi made, the National 
Federation of State High School Association has conducted 
an extensive/:ampaign to educate coaches and officials 
reganlinglllJenew rule. The organization, which consists of 
a high school association in each of the 50 states and the 
District of Cohimbia, produced a film entitled Point of 
Cimtact to explain the rule changes and to assist officials 
in enforcing the rules. 

The National Football Rule Imerpretaters Meeting, which 
is held at 0ie NaUonal Federation's Elgin headquarters 
will emphaslte the ban on bott-blocking and face-tackl- 
ing. Interprrters from across the country will attend the 
meeting to learn the rules and then they will disperse 
to the slates to conduct series of meetings witMneach 
state. 

The result sh<NiU be the safest high school football sea- 
son ever. According to Richard C, Shafer, who is the Na- 
ti(nal Federatton liaisoa to tiM football rules committea, 
"The rules will finally catch up to the game. For years 
we made rules to improve the equipment and the equip- 
ment improved so mudi It made boys unafraid to use their 
bodies in dangerous ways. But the new rule will eliminate 
one of the dangerous ways. It wUl aUminate usaoltha 
haad as a wci^oa te Uoekiag and tackliBg."

Twenty loaves of 
bread and several huge sheet 
cakes are also served; bev- 
erages available are milk, 
water, and kool aid; and all 
plates, cups, and utensils 
are throw-away types. 

Each persons passing 
through the chow line re- 
ceives the same apportioned 
amount of food. While the 
food is good and the troops

Car costs 



How much does it cost an 
individual to operate his or 
her car? 

Virginia Beach Council 
members know the cost dif- 
fers depending on the car and 
other variables, but most 
agreed that 15 cents a mile 
wasn't too much. 

A couple of Councilman 
had some second guesses„ 
however, and voted against 
an ordinance, on second 
reading, increasing the 
mileage allowance from 12 
cents to 15 cent^ mile for 
City personnel operating 
their private automobiles on 
official business. 

Councilman R. L. Riggs, 
who voted for the ordinance 
last week, voted against it 
Monday afternoon. Here- 
ported that Richmond and 
Portsmouth still [ay 12 
cents; Norfolk, Chesapeake, 
and the Chesapeake and.

Pedestrian deaths nil 



Virginia Beach has n ide it 
through the first s'v ]:ionths, 
oftte'year with tio pedestrian 
deaths, according to the Vir- 
ginia Beach Traffic Division 
of the police department 

The city is to receive an 
award tor pedestrian safety 
in September. 

This comes at a time when 
the state Highway and Safety 
Dii^ision , is, . reporting, an 
overall increase in pedes- 
trian deaths for the state. 
That report lists 78 such 
deaths on Virginia Highways. 
13 more than the first six 
months of 1975. 

The city also experienced no 
pedestrian deaths in the first 
six months of 1975; however, 
there were four such acci- 
dents in the second half of 
the year. Police hope that 
they can continue a flawless 
record through 1976. 

According to the state of- 
ficials, nighttime was the 
most dangerous period for 
pedestrians. Approximately 
54 persons were killed in 
Virginia between 6 p.m. and 
3 a.m. 

"Because darlcness reduces 
visibility, pedestrians 

should carry a light or wear 
white or reflective colors at 
night. A recent study by a. 
group of Indiana researcliers 
revealed that 87 per cent of 
the drivers who hit a pede- 
strian at night claimed dif- 
ficulty In seeing the pede- 
strian," said Hanna. 

Crossing multi-lane high- 
ways of which Virginia Beach 
has many, at night can be es- 
pecially hazardous for pede- 
strians. During the first 



six months ol 1976 th« ma- 
jority of fatal pedesl^rian col- 
lisions in Virginia occurred 
on mult i- lane highways, 

"The more lanes a pedi?- 
strian must cross, the more 
caution a pedestrian should 
exercise. Accurately judging 
the speed of traffic and the 
time needed to cross the 
street is essential in pre- 
venting .pedestrian, fatal- 
ities," said Hanna. 

A young child needs ap- 
proximately seven seconds 



to cross a two-lane street. 
a )'oung adult needs 4 tu 6 
seconds ami "an elderfype^^^^^^ 
son may require as much as 
10 seconds to cross a two- 
lane highway.

« T^e, tor instance, Tommy Michie of Virginia Beacb. 
Michie, who is slow-movltig, easy-going, and seems to 
always have a cigar In his hands or mouth, was well 
known by everyone. As he sat in the shaded porch in the 
mldit of the competition, it appeared as if everybody 

:|uit bad to come up to Michie and say hi. 

,. lliebie's attocbment to skeet shooting? He makes guns 

^iocks. BMutlM gun stocks. With loving care. 

"I'm proud of my work," said Michie during the second 
day of the four-day event. "If I build a stock I don't like, 
I throw it away before I pawn it off on someone. " 

' And he'd rather build stocks than compete. "I don't 
shoot as well as I build stocks. You have to be young and 

, tiave brains," be laughed. 

Wbat U comes down to is that when someone buys a 
Mlcbie-made stock, he buys a beautiful, if expensive 
.piece of workmanship. He charges anywhere from $500- 
$1,500 for one of his custom-built stocks, which leaves 
blm with just a few dollars, but a lot of satisfaction-. 
"You can't afford to spend your time on alow-cost 
'gun," Michie noted. "The basic wood alone costs about 
J500." That is expensive wood, but Michie explained 
.that he uses nothing but French walnut, which does not 
'come cheap. "It's about 50 per cent stronger than Ameri- 
ican black walnut," he said, "and the porousity is smal- 
ler." 

Michie makes from 10 to 12 stocl^s a year, and that 
f takes plenty of time, considering the effort he puts into 
jBvery one. He is a perfectionist. Like the shooters. Like 

j Nancy Renstrom. . , , ^ ^, w. 

. Nancy is a three-year veteran of skeet shooting, but 
^siw is already one of Virginia's best female shooters. 

In fact, she ha* beat the men in overall competJtloo be- 

fnre. 
" "It comes down to concentration," said the pretty blonde. 
"Most of the people who comp^e at these shoots are fairly 
equal In ability. It is those who can ke^ their concentra- 
tloo up the best who win."

Hurricane clanger stressed 



Neil . Frank, Director of 
the National Hurricane Cen- 
tier in Miami, feels that the 
coastal areas of the nation, 
such as Tidewater, which 
have grown the fastest 
in the last decade and es- 
caped the ravages of severe 
hurricanes, could l>e fac - 
ing disaster unless they are 
seriously prepared for a 
storm. 

He stresses that while "we 
have a better facility to track 
a storm" the weather service

is not able to "always give 
a lot of warning time." This 
means that people must al- 
ways be ready to face the 
eventuality of a hurricane. 

Speaking of coastal cities 
such as Virginia Beach, he 
said recently, "It's a great 
ife on the coast, I know, 
Nnt those who choose to live 
u:ere need to be ready to 
respond." 

Being more specific, 
Frank observed 'hat, "Peo- 
ple tend to think of hurri- 
canes as bip winds ..but they 



are also big tides. Nine out 
of 10 die from drowning." 

He explained that pre- 
paration for a storm is like 
an insurance policy. Every 
year many people pay their 
health, car or property in- 
surance premiums and never 
need to file a claim. Pre- 
paration for a hurricane that 
never comes simply means 
that you have paid the pre- 
miums, but have not had to 
collect. 

Some persons remain in 



their homes with the false 
security that building codes 
were designed to insure the 
safety of th^r home. This 
is only true to a certain de- 
gree. While most codes pro- 
vide for structural intergrity 
against wind, nothing is done 
to plan for high tides. 

The message is presented 
again, preparation and plan- 
ning in advance of a hurri- 
cane are the greatest deter- 
rent to loss of life and pro- 
perty.

City ordinances require 
that bicycles be registered 
and licensed. A require - 
ment which actually works 
for the benefit of the bike 
owner. In case a bicycle 
is stolen it can easily be 
traced back to the owner 
or if involved in an acci- 
dent or injury it helps in 
the investigation to notify 
parents or guardians in cas- 
es where children are in- 
volved. 

A license can be obtain- 
ed from any office of the 
City Treasurer or a form 
can be obtained from any 
police station to be tilled 
out and jbe license will be 
mailed for only one dollar 
($1.00). 

Below are some tips on 
bow to prevent thefts of bic- 
ycles: 
1. Some bicycles do not 
have serial numbers or 
bicycles sold by some

dealers do not run in 
order so, therefore, it 
can not be put in our 
computer. The owner 
should have his social 
security number placed 
by ingraver on differ- 
ent parts of the bicy- 
cle, such as: han- 
dle bars, crank, frame 
(if 10 speed then place 
the social security 
number on gears in case 
a bicycle is stolen and 
dismantled for use of 
various parts, these 
parts would have your 
social security number 
on them). 

Always use a good lock 
and chain sudi as a 
brass lock and large 
chain, to use a lock 
with combination is not 
recommended due to 
only a few qpmbina- 
tions are put to use and 
just about anybody can 
work it with a little ef- 
fort and the chains are 
not strong enough.
